¥ Counsel for Caruso Charges That} 
i Whole Cage (Was Trumped Up by 
the Pelice Department—The 
Woman Was Not Brought 
to the Police Court 


New York, November 23.—Enrico Ca- 
ruso, the famous grand opera tenor, was 
found guilty today of having annoyed 
women at the Zoological garden in Cen- 
tral park. He was fined $10 by Masis- 
trate Baker. 

Caruso’s counsél immediately announced 
that they would appeal. The appeal will 
take the form of a writ of certiorari “I- 
recting a review of the case by the court 
fof special sesSions, 

Former Judge Dittenhoefer, for his cli- 
ent, will seek to expedite the appeal be- 
cause Caruso is billed to sing at the 
Metropolitan opera house next Wednes- 
day. Tonight. Director Conried declared 


that the conviction would not interfere 
with Caruso’s appearance. 

In a quiet manner Magistrate Baker 
indorsed the affidavit, “Guilty, fine $10,” 
and handed it to the clerk of the court. 
Fre then ordered that Frederick W. 
Sperling, of the counsel for Caruso, be 
irformed of the decision so that he 
might come to the court and pay the fine. 
There were comparatively few people in 
the court at the time. 


Caruso’s Counsel Talks. 

Former Judge Dittenhoefer’ expressed 
surprise when told the decision ’ was 
against his client. We said: 

“If Caruso was guilty of the conduci, 
Cain, in his testimony, charged: him with, 
but which was absolutely refuted, he 
should have been punished severely. 1f 
he, on the other hand, is innocent, he 
sneuld not have been fined at all. 

“The non-appearance of Hannah Gra- 
Fam, the woman who Cain alleges was in- 
sulted by Caruso, in itself-stamps the 
case with so much suspicion that it 
should have been dismissed on that 
alone.”’ 

Mr. Conried said: 

“I have not even contemplated making 
Fany change in the arrangement for next 
week aS a consequence of the verdict. 
Nothing short of the absolute inability 
of Mr. Caruge to sing will prevent his ap- 
pearing, as announced, on Wednesday 
next, as Rodolfo in ‘La Boheme.’ ” 

Mr. Caruso/said: 

“T am naturally pained and amazed at 
tue verdict. After all the evidence had 
been presented in court I took it for 
granted that I would be discharged in- 
stantly and honorably. I do not doubt 
that the verdict will be reversed on ap- 
peal.’’
